Analysis/Assessment of the Presented Information: 


The ramifications of the activity of the group known as Alpha 66 is immense, 
especially if it is viewed in the context that the President of the United States 
and his designees are currently in the process of improving existing relations | 
between the Castro regime and the U.S. The following is evident from the interview 
with : i

2. The organization is openly conducting para-military exercises 
on U.S. land with the explicit stated purposes of overthrowing an 
` existing government of Cuba with the use of force. 

Cuban 
entities and pro-Castro entities with guerilla type warefare, i.e., 
bombings, which is being viewed as sabotage against Castro's regime 
by members of ALPHA 66 and which are intended to stop the U.S. from 
continuing the establishment of a better relationship between the 
U.S. and Castro. Since members of ALPHA 66 view the establishment 
of a diplomatic relationship between the U.S. and Castro as an 
` approval and acceptance of the communist regime of Castro by the 
U.S., the establishment of that diplomatic relations have to be 
stopped at all costs. | 
4. From the conversation with it is obvious that he feels frus- 
г "trated and is ready to resume ап active role in overthrowing the 
. Castro regime. This is very significant, especially when viewed 
in the context that Perez is the leader of the Northern California 
Chapter of ALPHA 66. The tremendous frustrations of is 
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evident by him shooting holes in his apartment on June 4, 
r 1977, as well as establishing his capacity for violence. 
5. It is also evident that and other members of ALPHA 66 
deeply believe in the liberation of Cuba from the Castro regime 
at all costs, their commitment is well established by members 
of ALPHA 66 taking part in the Bay of Pigs invasion. 
took part in the invasion, lost, spent almost two years in a Cuban 
‚ jail as the result of it, апа he is ready to do it all over again. 
Г. the conversation, also stated that he is now starting 
to choose between his family and leaving them behind to resume 
any activity that would further the cause of liberation of Cuba. 


6. Summary: 


The ramifications of the ALPHA 66 organization activities are 
significant. Members, and more importantly, leaders of the 

- organization have already demonstrated their level of 
commitment to further their cause. Unlike most left wing 
militant groups that operate at level three to five on a commit- 
ment scale of ten, the ALPHA organization appears to operate in 
the nine and ten range. 


Another significant fact is that when I fi 
investigation, the local authorities, sta 
federai authorities were not aware of the 

group, at least not in the Northern California area. At the 
very minimum, this organization can become a source of embarass- 
ment for President Carter's administration in attempting to 
establish normalized relations with Cuba. Secondly, they can 
become a source of a law enforcement problem for local, state 
and federal authorities by committing bombings in the U.S. 
against pro-Castro targets, if they haven't already.

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On February 19, 1981, the ЕРІ Laboratory furnished the 
following information: 


Set forth hereafter are the results. of FPI Laboratorv 
examinations on those items which were récovered on January 16, 1981, 
in Marathon, Florida: 


Present in the subnitteà specimens are the disassenhled 
components from two pipe bombs and one improvised hand grenade which 
were rendered safe by the Dade County Public Safety Department 
(DCPSD) Ропь Squad. 


Based on examination of the submitted specimens the рірс 
bombs were constructed with PVC pipe lengths and end cans an 
filled with smokeless powder. The firing system utilized an altere 
mechanical household timer for time delay, a battery power source as 
suggested bv the presence of a 9-volt battery snap connector, a model 
rocket engine igniter was used as the initiator, and associated wiring 
and tape. 


The improvised hand grenade was constructed with PVC pipe 
ала end caps and also filled with smokeless. powder. А U.S. Military 
1:205A2 fuze assembly was utilized as the initiator. 


Individual components of the pipe bombs and the improvised 
hand grenade are described in detail hereafter: 
Pipe container: two of the PVC pipe lengths are 1-1/4 inch and 
one is 1-1/2 inch size. Two PVC pipe caps are attached to each 
length of PVC pipe. The following data is present on the lengths 
of PVC pipe: "JBP, Pompano Beach, Fla." (1-1/4 inch size) 
"Plastic Industries, Inc." (1/4 inch size). 


Main charge: The three samples of smokeless powder are 
Hercules "Red Dot" smokeless shotgun powder. Examination of the 
Trioxane material is continuing. | 


Timing Mechanism: Тһе household timer associated with 
the pipe bombs is a "Mark-Time” model manufactured by M. H. Rhodes, 
Inc., 21 Bartholomew Avenue, Hartford, Connecticut. The case has 
been removed. 


Battery snap connector: A battery snap connector is present 
in each pipe bomb. Each connection has a black plastic cover and red 
and black insulated lead wires of stranded copper. 


Tape: pieces of 3/4 inch wide white filament tape were used 


in the construction of each pipe bomb. Some of the ends of this tane 
are suitable for matching purposes. i 
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Fuze assemblv: The fuze assembly. present with the 
improvised hand grenade is a United States Military M205A2 and 
bears the lot no. "РІІ-40-7" and date "11/54%; The fuze assembly 
is intended for use with the M30 practice, hand grenade. It was. 
manufactured at Bradar Industries, Inc., 4807. Gilford Avenue, New

Fragmentation: Twenty-nine 1/4 inch size horseshoe nails 
and one 6 pénny size common nail were recovered from the hand grenade 
and represent antipersonnel fragmentation. 


Wire: Two pieces of single conductor single strand copper 
wire 0.020 inches in diameter (24AWG) were used in the construction 
of one of the pipe bombs. One wire has white with orange tracer 
colored plastic insulation and the other wire has white with blue 
tracer colored plastic insulation. 


Initiator: A hot wire ianitor like those marketed bv 
Estes Industries, Penrose, Colorado, for use with model rockets, is 
present with each pipe bomb.

IMPROVISED EXPLOSIVE DEVICE 


Present in the submitted specimens are the 
unexploded components from two pipe bombs and опе improvised 
hand grenade. You advised these destructive devices were 
rendered safe and disassembled by the Dade County Public 
Safety Department (DCPSD) Bomb Squad prior to submission 
to the FBI Laboratory. 


Examination of the subnitted specinens indicated 
both pipe bombs were similarly constructed with PVC pire 
nipples and end caps. The enclosed pipes: ‘contained а ' 
8mokeless powder main charge. 


One of the pipe bombs employed a mechanical 
time-delay electrical firing circuit constructed with 
an altered household timer for time delay; a nine volt 
battery power source, as suggested by the presence of 
the § volt battery snap connector; a model rocket engine 
igniter used as the initiator; and associated wiring and 
tape. 


The improvised hand grenade was: constructed with 
а length of PVC pipe and end caps also filled with а 
smokelese powder main charge. A U.5. Military M205A2 
fuze assembly was inserted into one end of the enclosed 
РУС pipe, which served as the initiator.

Present in specimens 01, 02, and 03 are samples 
of Hercules “Red Dot" brand smokeless shotgun powder. 


Present іп specimens 04 and 05 are samples of 
а white powder thet vou advised was Compressed Trioxane 
ration heating material and маз found in the РУС pipe bonds 
recovered during authorized searches in this case. 
04 anc 05 were examined by instrumental analysis and 
found similar to polymeric materials, such as polyethylene. 
Instrumentally specimens Q4 and QS could not be identified 
with Trioxene or an explosive and/or an incendiary mixture. 


Timing Mechanism

When supplied with sufficient current, such

Battery Snap Connector 


Present in specimens Q6 and Q7 are battery snap + 
connectors having black plastic insulation and red and 
black insulated lead wires of stranded copper. These 
snap connectors are most commonly used with 9 volt batteries 
or vith the plastic battery packe that have à snap connection. 


Tape 


A 3/4" wide white filament tape was used in the 
construction of the two pipe bombs in specimens Q6 and 
G7. The cut/torn ende of this tape are suitable for 
matching with a known #ource.

Present in specimen Q6 is a length of white 
ana blue insulated 24 AWG size copper wire and a length 
of white and orange 24 AWG size copper wire. ` 


Present in specimens Q6 and Q7 is а short length 
of noninsulated ferrous wire, which measures 0.015" in 
diameter. 


These wires were used іп the eléctthcal circuit 
and were connected to wires or screw contacts by twisting 
then secured with solder. 


Fuze Assembly 


Specimen 09 contains а United States ркы

The presence of these nails in the improvised hand grenade 
would provide additional fragmentation that could razult 
in severe personal injury when the hand grenade exploded.

KEY WEST — Three members 
of the Cuban exile paramilitary 
group Alpha 66 have been.acquit- 
ted on weapons charges, complet- 
ing exoneration of nine members 
who have been brought to trial. 


The day before Wednesday’s 
decision, charges against another 
member were dropped and U.S. 
District Judge James Lawrence 
King pronounced acquittals on 
the other five. 

The nine were charged with 
possession of grenades, pipe 
bombs and an unregistered auto- 


- matic rifle. 


“We all are ready to continue 
the fight,” Ramon Mena, 29, said. 
“A patriot is never afraid.” 

On May 20, acting on an anony- 
mous tip, a U.S. Customs agent 
searched the men’s boat docked 
in the Lower Keys and found the 
illegal weapons. 


There also were legal weapons 
on board, which the group said 
were used during a day of target 
practice. The Alpha 66 members, 
who told officials they returned 
to the dock because of engine 


+ trouble, said they knew nothing of 
‚ the illegal weapons.

Last spring SOF was invited to visit the 
Alpha б нашр camp in southern Florida. 
1 was greeted Ну loss Jimenez, the man 
responsie for einig Alpha's volunteer 
force. ` 

The води at бе camp, Jimenez told 
us, Wert: Hating К» become part of the 
military arm of Alpha 66. This unit’s 
mission is to assist either an anti-Castro 
uprising or, though perhaps somewhat 
unlikely, an international invasion of Cuba. 
“We don't call [Alpha] a guerrilla force, 
we don't call it a conventional army or 
anything like that. We just call it a support 
force," he explained. Furthermore, 
Jimenez said, while some may fantasize 
about ousting Castro with an infantry 
battalion, **we're not going to dream and 
say, *well, we have a force and we're going 
to land in Cuba,’ " because “‘we under- 
stand, and we know, that we don't have the 
capability to stand up to Castro's army." 

The mission of Alpha 66 is to help defeat 
the communist regime by whatever means 
necessary. But they are not, he insisted, 
interested in suicide missions. “We,” he 
added, **have to face reality.” 

I followed Jimenez around the camp for 
a while as he supervised the morning 
exercises. The 75 recruits had already 
begun the day with a formation, calisthen- 
ics, and a run through the confidence 
course. They were then split up into three 
classes of 25, with one or two instructors 
per group. 

Outfitted in surplus BDUs, the trainees 
carried an intriguing assortment of shot- 
guns and military look-alike semi-auto 
rifles, including Galils, АК155, АКз, 
Valmets, and FNCs. Field gear was mostly 
ех-СІ, though usually modified for рег- 
sonal use. The only standard uniform item 
I noticed was a large, clip-on Alpha 66 
nametag attached to the front of each 
individual’s shirt or jacket. Curiously, no 
one wore any form of rank, though there 
did not seem to be any confusion as to who 
was in charge. 

This day they were studying, and then 
practicing, a variety of point ambush 
techniques. The Alpha instructors con- 
stantly stressed what soldiers everywhere 
know to be the elements of a successful 
ambush: control, surprise, and coordinated 
fire. The lesson was kept simple, and every 
student's question was answered. 

After the fundamentis had been ex- 
plained, the groups moved еи into the bush 
and took tums lying in wait fer one another. 
The camp’s remote terrain was well-suited 
for this; tall grass and scattered shrubs 
provided abundant concealment. The train- 
ing was fairly creative. A team that was 
supposed to be on its way to set up an 
ambush might be suddenly attacked by a 
different class. The instructors would then 
act as referees, declaring many startled 
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recruits muerto. Each exercise, no matter 
the outcome, was a valuable leaming 
experience. It was obvious that everyone 
enjoyed the competitive challenge, but the 
majority understood that this game might 
be deadly serious for them one day. 

I accompanied one class over the target 
range where the instructors ran alongside 
the recruits going through a course with .22 
LR ARIS look-alikes, shouting, scream- 
ing, and firing their semi-auto AKs. Two 
recruits reached a low plywood wall, 
dropped to a kneeling position, and care- 
fully squeezed off five shots each at their 
respective targets. The instructors, mean- 
while, continued to harass the trainees as 
they scurried forward once more. The 
recruits hit the prone, aimed, and fired 
again. I observed a dozen more recruits go 
through the same routine, and almost all 
managed to concentrate on their targets, 
despite the considerable distractions pro- 
vided by the instructors. This training 
wasn't what I had expected, but it certainly 
seemed effective. I was told that the classes 
would be advancing to full-size weaponry 
in the near future. 

While the action at the firing range 
continued, I watched another group hone 
their urban combat skills and practice entry 
and clearing techniques at a mock-up 
house.

from the recruits. Most have extensive 
military experience, and some of the senior 
instructors, I learned later, played major 
roles in many of the CIA-sponsored opera- 
tions against Саба’ communists during the 
*60s. Proper загу training is hard to 
come by outside si "real" armies, and 
frankly, I was surprised by the degree of 
professionalism 1 found at Alpha 66. Even 
though the camp doesn’t operate full-time 
(the volunteers come in from the Miami 
area once or twice a weck), you'd never 
know it from the instructor's attitudes. The 
"weekend warrior" mentally simply does 
not apply to this operation. They do an 
outstanding job. considering the situation. 
The recruits. for the most part, arc 
genuinely interested in the training and 
perform well. The majority are young 
working-class people in their 20s. While 
some of the recruits are a good deal older. 
they are equally enthusiastic. Individual 
levels of fitness vary greatly, but no special 
allowances are made for anyone. The 
training is not so excessively demanding 
that slight physical shortcomings cannot be 
offset by determination. Because the camp 
is usually fully operational only twice a 
week, Alpha expects its volunteers to 
maintain their own exercise programs be- 
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tween training periods. — | 

About 10 percent of the Alpha 66 recruits 
are female. These young women appear to 
be treated — and perform — just like 
everyone else; they work hard, shoot 
straight, and generally keep up with their 
male counterparts. I was told, however, 
that at least one inter-recruit romance 
during this training cycle has resulted in 
marriage. Some might argue that such 
co-ed relationships might limit a unit's 
combat effectiveness, but perhaps this is 
balanced by the promise of yet another 
generation of anti-Castro activists. 

Almost all of the recruits are Cuban 
exiles, or come from exile families, includ- 
ing a large number who originally came to 

“this. country during the 1980 Mariel boat- 
lift. Few have had айу prior, military 
experience, so the Alpha program begins at 

_abasic level. The recruits take their training 


«адау because, HOt told me, they feel 
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wanna-be Rambos. 

The individuals I spoke with were quite’ 
committed to “Ча Causa," fighting for a 
free Cuba. Joining Alpha 66, I heard 
repeatedly, was the logical way to fight the 
commuziist givernment. **I went out and I 
researched," one man told me, **and when 
it came to all of the organizations, I selected 
Alpha. Their ideas were basically the same 
as mine when it came to politics." More 
important, he noted, Alpha 66 is the only 
group that “actually has a military struc- 
ture." While other paramilitary anti-Castro 
units exist, Alpha, because of the quality of 
its people and its long history of clandestine 
operations, has eamed special respect in the 
Cuban exile community. Those training to

training records are kept for cach person so 
that individual progress can be monitored. 
This way, only those who complete every 
part of the program are allowed to graduate. 
Any traince who misses too many classes 
must repeat the training cycle. 

Alpha's basic training runs about three 
months. ““Тһеу have seven or eight differ- 
ent classes in basic infantry, then they'll go 
into another three-week period that’s more 
advanced," Jimenez told me. Of those that 
begin the program, at least 25 percent will 
drop out. During the last training cycle, he 
noted, "we had а Jot of the bad apples 
quit," usually because Феу weren't disci- 
plined or determined, enough .to stick

Finally, I asked Jimenez about the 
legality of their operation. **We try to keep 
within the law,” he said, because Alpha 66 
is a responsible organization. The basic 
training program is strictly limited to the 
use of semiautomatic weapons, and #4 
explosives are used at any time. The gróz? 
willingly complies with the numerouz 
local, state and federal laws that affect such 
training. Cooperation with the authorities, 
Alpha believes, is very important. Training 
is conducted with the recruit’s safety in 
mind, and a doctor is always present at the 
camp. Alpha strives to keep its training 
safe, legal, and effective. 

During the week of 20 de Mayo, I visited 
Alpha's national headquarters, located in 
Miami's Little Havana district, to learn 
about the organization's unique history and 
philosophy. Humberto Perez, Chief of 
Military Operations, arranged for my visit 
to the training camp, and also showed me 
around Alpha's national headquarters in 
Miami. In addition to reviewing the group's 
military history, he gave me carte blanche 
to roam around, see everything and talk to

Alpha 66 was formed in 1961, when 
Eloy Gutierrez Menoyo, Sargen and other 
exiled Cubans joined together to fight the 
Castro regime. Many of the original 66 
members had previously been instrumental 
in overthrowing Batista, but it had soon 
become apparent that Fidel’s new commu- 
nist government was even worse. Upon 
their escape to the United States, they 
organized and chose the name **Alpha." 

The group decided that direct military 
action would be necessary to get rid of 
Castro. Operating out of Miami, Alpha 66 
began. their clandestine war against com- 
munist Cuba in the early ‘60s. This period 


Florida's history; the area was thick with 
spooks, -gun runners, mercenaries, and 
politicos, all of whom were somehow 
involved іп “Ча Causa.” Many of the senior 
officials 1 interviewed fondly recall this 
weird and exciting time, as well as their 
association with SOF's founder. and: pub- 
lisher, Robert K. Brown, and other fellow 
dedicated anti-communists. 

, In 1962, Alpha started infiltrating its 
members. into Cuba by boat, forming 
several guerrilla units in the Escambray 


niountains. 51.21. also began raiding, small 
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military installations along the coast and 
conducting assorted acts of industrial sabo- 
tage. The independent and ‘‘semi- 
sponsored” efforts during this era by Alpha 
66 and other anti-Castro groups would 
make a book in itself. 

During the next few years, both the 
frequency and the intensity of Alpha's 
attacks increased, putting considerable 
pressure on Castro’s government. Newspa- 
per accounts from this time document many 
of these incidents, though what percentage 
went unreported is unknown. Whatever the 
case, it’s clear that this sort of disruptive 
activity further weakened Cuba's ailing 


military to expend valuable resources try- 
ing to maintain control of the island. 
Insurgency is always a risky business, 
however, and a number of Alpha’s mem- 
bers were captured or killed in action. The 
group’s motto, Primero Muertos Que 
Escalvos (Better Dead than Enslaved), pays 
tribute to those who gave their lives fighting 
for “Ча Causa." In 1964, Menoyo himself 
was taken.prisoner, along with three other 
men, while working to establish a resis- 
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tance network in Cuba. In spite of this 
setback, Alpha 66 continued to wage their 

not-So-secret war against Castro throughout 
the “605, damaging or destroying buildings, . 
machinery, and other targets all over the 
island. 

By 1970, I was told, Alpha was achicv- 
ing greater success, but also suffering 
terrible losses. During one operation, 13 
members were captured and then summa- 
rily executed by the Cuban army.

The group takes credit for 
dozens of mysterious cases of industrial 
arson reported in Cuba in the ‘70s. The plan 
also included the fairly well publicized 
assassination of Roberto Campos Fernan- 
dez, a captain in Castro's secret state 
security, in Marianao on 9 December 1980. 

Alpha's leaders are understandably re- 
luctant to discuss more recent insurgent 
activities. Sources indicate, however, that 
although fewer boat raids have taken place 
in the last couple of years, the resistance 
movement network is still raising consider- „ 
able hell on the island. 

Througiscct £s, it would appear that the 
group's 1552729026 are doing careful work. 
Human rights écgenizations such as Ameri- 
cas Watch and Amnesty International have 
no record of any abuses committed“ by 
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support tin liste: Cites exile. community, 
partical arly i in.Miami> Every exile political. 
group that f contacted, including the Cuban 
American 2 *National .Foundation and. the 
Cüban Patriotic Junta, ‘vouched for Alpha’s 
reputation as’ an effective and responsible 
anti-Castro organization. 

One 6f 1 my visits to their office took place 
while a. local. Spanish-language radio sta- 
tion was conducting a fund-raising telethon 
for Alpha. Over a dozen phone lines had 
been installed in the headquarters for the 
event, and throughout the hours of my stay 
they rang constantly. Secretary General 
Sargen also showed me an account book 
that listed contributions received by the 
group during the past year. Most of Alpha’s 
funds, I discovered, come in the form of 
small, regular donations from families all 
over the hemisphere. Their membership 
has gradually increased over the years, and 
Alpha 66 now has chapters in 16 states, the 
District of Columbia, Puerto Rico, Santa 
Domingo and Mexico. 

The anti-communist activities of Alpha 
have been altered somewhat in response to 
the changing world situation. The group

Мина , Alpha has. adopted realistic 
strategics for the ‘90s. Insurgency networks 
in Cuba have become more self sufficient, 
and new emphasis is being placed on 
maintaining a viable support force. In the 
event of a popular revolt or invasion, both 
halves of Alpha’s military operations will 
be ready to work together with the Cuban 
people to defeat the communist 
government. 

Alpha 66 has evolved to тесі the 
challenges of a new decade. They continue 
to be at the fore in the fight against Castro, 
and their political and military actions have 
set the standards by which all other Cuban 
exile organizations are judged. Alpha 66 is 
dedicated to continuing its struggle for.a 
free and independent Cuba well into the 
next century, if necessary. Seeing their 
determination, however, I'd be surprised if 
it takes that long for this communist 
domino to fall.

Group targets Castro

Alpha 66, an organization con- 
mitted to the defeat of the Commu- 
nist regime in Cuba, is organizing a 
new branch at the Uníversity of 
Miami, 

Alpha 66’s headquarters are 
located in the Little Havana section 
of Miami, From its three-room 
office, the group mails out newslet- 
ters to its 15,000 members and 
plans the group's missions to Cuba. 

Called a terrorist organization by 
some, Alpha 66 is not a stranger to 
violence. During the group's last 
mission on Jan. 4, while attempting 
to dump propaganda into the 
waters off Cuba, one member of 
Alpha 66 was shot in the leg by a 
person on a Cuban fishing boat. 

The organization also works for 
the overthrow of Castro from out- 
side of, in addition to within, Cuba, 
with propaganda or sabotage. 

“The people who call us terror- 
ists are Castro and communist 
organizations," Kimberly Wade, a 
senior anthropology major who 
joined in August, said. 

Special Agent Paul Miller of the 
Miami branch of the FBI refused to 
comment on whether the group is 
currently under investigation. 

The organization began in the 
early 19605 in Cuba. In addition to 
missions, the group has a radio sta- 
tion and a military training camp in 
the Everglades. 

John O'Donald, a senior anthro- 
pology major who began the UM 


* chapter, said the organization has 


--- 


been on campus since the beginning 
of last semester. The UM group 
plans to call jtself “American Stu- 
dents Pro-Alpha 66." Most of the 
students involved now are not actu- 
al members of Alpha 66, although 
Ed Compton, UM's А)рһа 66 fresh- 


` man president, said they could be if 


they desired. 
"It's very casual," Compton said.

I am writing regarding last month’s attempted firebombing of a warehouse in Miami. The 
warehouse, which was fortunately saved due to the notification of the FBI's Terrorism Task 
Force, was used to store humanitarian supplies meant to be eventually shipped to Cuba.. 


The three arsonists arrested at the scene had sufficient material to ignite the entire block where the 
warehouse. was located. These men are suspected of being members of two paramilitary 
organizations that are avowedly anti-Castro. 


The medical materials housed at the warehouse have been shipped to Cuba under the auspices of 
Pastors for Peace. Given the shortage of medical supplies and equipment on the island of Cuba, 
this shipment represents humanitarian aid targeted to alleviate human suffering. 


I am a strong supporter of efforts to lift the U.S. embargo against Cuba. I believe it would provide 
a step in the direction of a new and open dialogue with Cuba. As we see thé world changing 
around us in the new post Cold War era, with sometimes violent reactions, I feel we need to take 
the steps needed to;bring about peaceful transitions, where possible. 


Cuba, positioned so closely to our south, has the potential of becoming a major trading partner and 
ally in the years.to come. If we establish the dialogue now, we open the door to an exchange of 
ideas, easing the transition to democracy. The alternative is to watch Cuba pushed to the edge of 
financial ruin, its neople devastated. This in turn would lead to anvthing but a smooth, positive 
transition and a mutually beneficial relationship to the United States. 


Ican only salute thé efforts of groups like Pastors for Peace and the local chapter of Let Cuba Live 
in my home state of Maine. I encourage the Justice Department to extend its protective mantle over 
these peaceful, non-violent, active citizens who are acting on what they strongly believe is the 
appropriate way to aid the Cuban people. 


d appreciate your attention to this matter. And, as I commend the Justice Department' s swift action 


in arresting the would-be arsonists, I respectfully encourage continued vigilance in stemming any, ; А
